Garnishes and Turkey Stuffing. 


Oysters belong to Thanksgiving, ac- 


cording to tradition, because friendly 
Indians who joined the early celebra- 
tions, brought gifts of shellfish. A gar- 
nish of fried oysters is tasty and ap- 
propiiate .to surround the turkey, or 
a dish of scalloped oysters may accom- 
pany the tuikey, or an oyster cocktail 
or ovster soup may be served before 
the turkey, or maj be molded in a 
tlnn layer of jelly, which should be cut 
out with d tancj cutter so that the 
ojster appeals in the center of a to- 
mato or aspic jelly, and is laid on ten- 
der lettuce leaves with mayonnaise 
placed beside it 


A cupful of chopped peanuts blend- 


ed with two cupfuls of coarse bread 
crumbs or cracker crumbs and sea- 
soning is a fine stuffing for the turkey. 


To prepare chestnuts ior a stuffing, 


first gash the shell, biush the nuts 
over with beef drippings and put in 
the oven for a few minutes. When 
heated, shell and skin are easily re- 
moved. Cut the nuts in small pieces, 
then add them to an ordinary bread 
mixture, or they may be put through 
a potato ricer, seasoned and used alone. 


Sausage croquettes are good for a 


turkey garnish. Buy one pound of 
sausage meat^ add to it one cupful 
of soft bread crumbs, form into balls 
the size of English walnuts, dip in 
beaten egg, roll in bread crumbs and 
fry in deep hot fat.

Reformation, and was taken up and 
continued by the Protestants after- 
ward. 


Thus it was that at its inception 


there was no regularly appointed time 
for this celebration. 
Sometimes It 


vv ould be observed once a yean, some- 
times twice, and then perhaps a year 
or two would be skipped—according 
as reasons for thanksgiving presented 
themselves or not. 


Among the colonists it was custom- 


ary for the president to issue a proc- 
lamation recommending that the peo- 
ple cease from their oidmary occupa- 
tions and observe a day of thanksgiv- 
ing, with proper ceremony, at some 
specified time, but it was usually left 
to the governors of the various states 
to determine whether there should be 
such a day, and when.

This irregular course and unofficial- 


like tieatment of the observance might 
have continued in vogue indefinitely 
but foi the well-directed arid stienu- 
ous efforts of Mrs. Sarah ,L Hale, ed- 
itress of Gotley's Lady Book. 
She 


realized, perhaps more forcibly th.m 
others at the time, that the celebra- 
tion of Thanksgiving as then observed 
lacked chaiacter and unpressiveness, 
which could be remedied jnly by the 
adoption of measures bringing the peo- 
ple to concerted participation on this 
occasion. Therefore she assumed and 
devoted herself to the task of writing 
to all the governors of the different 
states and territories, 
urging 
upon 


them the propriety 
of a 
national 


thanksgiving and suggesting the last 
Thursday in November ns the day for 
such celebration. 
She continued to 


write these letters year after year, and 
was finally rewarded for her efforts 
by all the governors, excepting two, 
granting her request 


However, the people's response was 


not enthusiastic, and during the Civil 
war, especially In the South, the cus- 
tom lagged. 


Immediately after the battle of Get- 


tysburg Mrs. Hale wrote President 
Lincoln, Inclosing a cop.v of Washing- 
ton's Thanksgiving proclamation, and 
suggesting that he nlso proclaim a .dcy 
of national thanksgiving 
The Pres- 


ident acted upon her suggestion and 
issued a pioclnmation "for. the ob- 
servance 
of Thurscluv. 
August 
16, 


as a day of national thanksgiving, 
praise and prayer." 


From that time on the celebration 


or the day lost its loc.it a'rid variable 
character and took on the fitting dig- 
nity of a national and sfablet cere- 
mony. 
Lincoln's successor appointed 


the lost Thursday in N'n-ombor as 
Thanksgiving day. and the date has 
continued unchanged ever since. 


Thanksgiving day Is a legal holiday 


In.every state, territory and posses- 
sion except Utah, wlinrc.it Is-ofoperved, 
though not on the statute books.

In all • hi? wars and voyages Sir 


Humphrey Gilbert won the respect of 
his enemies, and' even of his friends, 
while in liis -writings one finds the.first 
idea of British colonies overseas. At 
the end 'of his life's endeavor lie com- 
mandc'l a squadron that set but to 
-found a first British colony in Vir- 
ginia,-and op the way he called at the 
port of Saint Johns in Newfoundland. 
Six years after the first voyage of Co- 
lumbus, John Cabot had rediscovered 
the American mainland, naming and 
claiming this New-found Lund, and its 
port for Henry VII of England. Since 
then for nearly a hundred years the 
fishermen of Europe had come to, this 
coast for cod, but\ the 'Englishmen 
claimed and held the ports where the 
fish were smoked.

bert me.t the fishermen, English and 
strangers alike, \\ho delivered to. him 
a stick of the timb'er and a turf of the 
soil in token of his possession of the 
land, while he hoisted the flag of Eng- 
land over her first colony, by this act 
founding the British empire.
